In Tai £2, 
Streot lived o man and bis wife whoes 
namos were Ha, They had d smal} busi- 
neas, but! the amount of their: transactions 
nevor secined to warren’ the atyle in which 
they lived, [thas now trangpired thatctho 
woman kept a baby farm, She went out 
and purchased famale infanta from impo 
cunious mothers, and reared them, her 
purposs being whdh the maidens had 
reached the age of soventeen, to sell: 
-them to woll-to-do men as concubines, It 
thus came to: pass that attractive 
‘girly often, notted largo sums of 
money to their farmer, A thousand dollars 
ia not deomed an extravagant aum to be 
given fora concubine when sho is abtinctive. 
On the obher hand those who bid fair to.be 
unattractive were made to lead 4 terrible 
life, being subjected to'the most barbarous 
treatment. No one, however, suspected 
the kind'of thing that went on inside the 
house, ‘A ‘fow days ago two young girls 
were found drowned ina dbntignous fish- 
pond, It came to light that thoy wore 
inmates of thy home of Mra Ba, Itianow 
known that they went forth band in hand 
in the darkness and, dutg themselves 


4 into the pond, preferring an-eaily death 


to tha treatment to which they had 


boon subjected, When their bodies were | | 


recovered it’ was found that they 
wero o mass of wounds and bruises.

FATAL; PIRACY NEAR CANTON. 
On the night of the thirtaenth of the 
present Chinese-month a boat from Lung 
Chau, laden with firewood, was nearing 
Canton, At nine o'clock sho nuchored in 
the Pun Yu district at's place ‘named Yue 
Ohbue, when she was.suddenly attacked by 
pirates, The helmsmaon, who wont to the 
atorn of the ship te warn them off, was shot’ 
through the head, and. fell: dead into tho 
water.
